true to tkeir nature and tendencies. 
Therefore if you v.-ish to make good 
butter select a cow bred up to the 
capability of uniting u profitable quan- 
tity of good, honest yellow butter. 
Give that cow good shelter, warm iu 
.winter, cool In summer aud well light- 
ed and ventilated, as you. must see to' 
tee* her ajid her .stable perfectly dcnn, 
uud she must ItSve plenty of pure air 
to brwithe. Have « supply of pure 
fresh water within her reach, so she 
am tiUte wlvat &e wants at art times. 
Ml this and much more to Icoep thu 
cow in perfect health, us otherwise she 
cannot give mills wholesome enough to 
m»kc nuo butter.-L. W. Lighty in

Dnnfeb Butter Sultins. 


In Danish dairies, as noon as the but- 


termilk has been removed, the butter 
is weighed no *» to calculate the 
amount of salt required, and the salt is 
worked in at lite time/ usually on the 
butter worker. Sometimes it Is all in- 
corporated at one worklns, but in many 
places It is preferred to add it in two 
•workings. 
, 
The nmotint of salt used is adapted to 


the taste of the market where it is to be 
,soW, but it varies between 4 and 0 per 


i 
cent of the weight of the butter. 


The suit is'worked into the butter 


•with just us little handling as possible, 
and It is then put aside- for awhile be- 
fore the next -working takes place. 


In warm weather the butter la put 


in the butter cooler, which is a sort of 
U-o box. 
Ln winter ft is laid In large 


rolls in the batter trough or on a table. 


U lies here for a couple of hours in 


•the cold senwn, but when the weather 
is warm it Is allowed to remain for j 
oisht or ten hours, or until the cool of i 
the following morning, before it re- 
wives the Unal working. 


Tho oblect is not only to cool the but- 


ter und allow it to become firmer, but 
also to allow the salt to dissolve and to 
penetrate the Whole mass. 


When the butter has attained tlio 


proper degree of firmness it is again put 
throtiRh the worker, aud most of the 
brine formed from the salt is worked 
out.-Journnl of Agriculture.

If the cows will eat more ot the 


silage or hay, let them have it up to

We do not consider that there is any 


particular dauser 5n feeding cotton seed 
meal in limited -quantities, but there is 
a very universal opinion that it is bet- 
ter not fo feed th-is meal during the 
ater months of gestation lest it might 
lave n tendency to produce abortion. 
We are not as much afraid of this as a 
Kood many are, because it has been 
demonstrated In innumerable instances 
that cows fed cotton seed meal up to 
the time of freshening have had no 
trouble. However, in deference to this 
almost universal sentiment we hesitate 
to advise the use of cotton seed meal 
after five or Ktx months of gestation. 
We have therefore specified oil meal 
iu the above formula partly for this 
reason and partly for the further rea- 
son that thin feed woms-to have ft die- 
tetic value tliat the chemist cannot 
reach in his analysis or the veterina- 
rian fuliy explain. The fact remains, 
-however, that in some way and some- 
how it serves a very excellent purpose. 


The Cost ol EnBiljiBC. 


Making a rau-eml estimate and taking - 


into consideration every expense, as 
use of horses, board of mon, and twine 
used the total' expense of putting up a 
ton of silage thus yaa-r has not costnson 
an average over 75 cents..

How Often Sfcnll We F*«<1? 


Clovrc appear to give better results 


when led twice a day than when fed 
more frequently, says Midland Farmer. 
When fed as frequently as three or 
four ttrneu a day they are np on their 
fcot strainlus and worrying for their 
feed some time before it gets to them. 
Inv<5Stif?atious have recently taught us 
that, an animal is using every energy 
when standing that in lying might go 
to some other us?. 
Ruminants have- 


large stomachs and when the animal 
lies down, contented and satisfied, the 
better the returns will be for the own- 
er. It is well understood it will iiost 
less and be more convenient to feed the 
ration in two feeds than oftener, and 
It should also be understood that much, 
very much, depends on what is con- 
tained in the two feeds given. It does 
not follow that this means the saving 


f one feed: far from it. 


Grain »nil POJiturc. 


There is a difference of opinion re- 


garding the economy of feeding grain 
while cows are on pasture. There is 
no doubt that a cow will produca 
nore milk if fed grain while on pas- 
ture, and 1C a large yield is of more im- 
jortance than economy of production 
strain should surely be'fed. Where a 
small amount of grain 5s fedcorniswell 
adapted, as it' -will not unbalance tlie 
ration: if large amounts ot grain aro 
fed other grains, sueh as bran, gluten 
me-il oats or cotton seed meftl, should 
form part ot the ration. Experiments 
at Cornell covering. four years made 
with coiY8 on pasture which supplied 
an 
abundance of nutritions grain 


showed that white the grain fed in- 
creased lie milk yield it was not 
economical to produce it in that way. 


Corn an n Supplement. 


While pasturaso is good and abun- 


dant the cow is about as weiJ provided 
for as. she can be. Unfortunately the 
season of abundant pasturage is short 
and this shortage is often the critical 
time o£ the year for the dairy cow. She 
must be carried over it with her milk 
flow uudiminlshed or she will not do 
her best, as no amount of food will 
bring back the yield of milk once lost. 
The cheapest and most efficient feed 
with which, to supplement pastures 
during this period is probably com, 
either graen or in tbo form of ensilage. 
—Dairy aud Creamery. 


Seed* In Bran.

AMERICA TO BE NEUTRAL 


President Issues Proclamation 


Which Was Asked byBofli 


Nations at War. 


WASHINGTON, . Feb. K.— The United 


States has issued a proclamation of neu 
trality lelatiCe to the Busso-Japaiteee 
struggle. It is preceded by the follow 


;, .It is the • duty, ol a neutral 


government not to permit»or suSer the 
making of its waters- Bubsetfrtent'to the 
'Urpoges of war. 
It then., continues : 
"Therefore, I, 
Theodore Roosevelt 


president of theLUntted'States oi Ameri- 
ca, in order to -preserve... the ' neutrality 
of the United. States of Americtf-and of 
their citizens- and of persons within theii 
territory and jurisdiction, and to enforce 
their-laws, and'in order ttmt aJl persons, 
being warned of'the general tenor of the 
laws and treaties of the United States 
in this behalf and of the law of natures 
may thus be prevented from ail uninten- 
tional violation of the same, do hereby 
declare and proclaim that by the act 
passed on ,tJi« 20th day of April, A. D., 
reiSj commonly known as the "neutral- 
ity law,' the following acts are forbid- 
den to be done, under severe penalties, 
withta the territory and jurisdiction oi 
the United States, to-wit: 


FORBIDDEN' ACTS. 


"Accepting and exercising 
a commis- 


sion to serve either of .the said belliger- 
ents by land or by sea against the, other 
belligerent.

in the United Stttcs, shall on board of 
another vessel of Avar, which at tbe time 
of its arrival within the United States 
was fitted and equipped aa stich vessel 
of war, enltet or enter himself, or hire or 
retain another subject or citizen of the. 
game belligerent who is transiently 
within the United States to enlist or en 
;er, himself to serve such belligerent on 
joard such vessel of war, if the United 
States shall then be at peace •with such 
jelligerent. 


"Fitting out and arming of any ship 


or vessel with intent that such ship or 


essel shall bo employed in the service of 


cither.

"Beginning, or setting on foot, or pro 


viding, or preparing the means: for any 
military expedition _,or enterprise to be 
carried on from tS( territory or juris- 
diction of the UnitSi States against the 
;erritory or dominions of either of the 
said belligerents." 


The proclamation further sets forth 


,bat during the continuance of the war 
no ship of war of either belligerent shall 
be permitted to use harbors or road- 
stewds subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States except in case of stress of 
weather or need for the most necessary 
•epairs. So supplies or coal can be ti»- 
cen on except enough to take the vessels 
o their own nearest ports. — 


'And I further declare and proclaim 


hat by the first article of the convention 
as to the rights of neuti ate at sen, winch 
was concluded between the United 8t»t«s 
of America and his majesty, (thc emperor 
of all the Russians, on July 22, A. D., 
1854, the following principles were rec- 
.gnized as permanent and immutable, 
to-Wt:

is to say, that the effects or goods be- 
longing to subjects or citizens of a power 
or state at war are free from .capture- 
and confiscation wlien found on board of 
neutral vessels with the exception of ar- 
ticles of contraband of war.

markable (incisions. The first by Judge 
Ball, holds a municipality has no right 
to require the licensing of automobiles 
as automobiles, nor to require the oper- 
ators thereof to pass an examination;

It is precisely 
in the same position as is any trustee, 
and tJia law will prevent such trustee in 
using the funds in his control to increase 
the truet funds. The city declares thia 
judge, is without power to, even by 
joint action of mayor ami aldermen, to 
sell, ox barter away any franchise in the 
streets for a compensation to be paid 
into the city .treasury. 


Naturally Chicago papers discuss these

looumotives are beyond the police con- 
trol of municipalities. The roadways 
are free to all regardless of the danger- 
ous character of the vehicles employed, 
for while the eity^jry control the speed, 
they may not so control as to identify 
quickly a road machine, inflicting dam- 
age, nor may it require the operators to 
be competent to operate. Judge Tvley 
would hold the municipality may not 
eSact compensation beyond barely siiffi- 
eiaut to pay for extra police services en- 
tailed or -in fact, it may not assess for 
franchises- a sum that 'would place sur- 
plus funds :in its treasury.- Cities may 
assess for necessary expenses incurred 
through the operations ot corporations 
but they cannot so assess as to receive 
revenues. But in the state of New York 
the supreme court has held the state and 
municipalities may do this very thing 
and they do exact such compensation as 
does insure a handsome revenue. 


ABRAHAM l.I.VCOLX. 


The ninety-fifth 
anniversary of the 


birthday of Abraham Lincoln is being 
commemorated today in many cities and 
towns by appropriate exercises. Born in 
Hardia County*. Kentucky, Feb. 12, 
180U, elected president of the . United 
States in I860, and to a second term 
four years later, foully assassinated on 
April 14th, 1865, just,as he had success- 
fully can-led his country through a long 
and weary struggle for self preservation, 
Abraham Lincoln's life work is written 
in the records of the great country he 
did so much for in imperishable words 
and deeds that can -never fade. 


If the immortal Washington founded 


his country, Abraham Lincoln saved it 
from dismemberment and gave it'to. his 
people successfully defended from invas- 
ion and ruin at the hands of a portion of 
th'eir own misguided countrymen. Brave, 
self reliant, with n '.mnd clear as a bell, 
cvejr -sxipcriar to th6 tumult around him 
and designing men striving for mastery,

ed and brought his beloved country safe- 
ly throug£ four long years of hot, bloo- 
dy war, and at last just as the confed- 
erate flag had been lowered for the* last 
time over the rebel capital at,Richmond 
and Jefferson Davis and his cabinet -svero 
fugitives not knowing where to lay their 
weary heads, John Wilkes Booth shot un- 
to death at Fords theater, at'Washing- 
ton, this greatest of .Americans, himself 
meeting the same fate a few days later 
at the hands of a union.soldier,.

land who does not know of Abraham 
Lincoln and of the in-valuable .work he 
performed. The number of volumes con- 
taining records of his life arid of his 
work are nuruprous and every new work 
is received with just -as much interest as.

It is a law that 
should apply in every state for one rea- 
son, raitro«wl corporations are creations 
of-the stale and should be'open to ev- 
ery person, firm or association or organi- 
zsrfiou «f men desirous of utilizing its 
facilities for any proper and useful pur- 
pos». 
Tfc* creation of'exclusive privil- 


ege of a public nature of course makes 
monopolies and they' consequently ena- 
ble trusts to d» .business. Along, with 
this step should be another that should 
make it impossible for any state corpor- 
ation' in the transportation business to 
give one citizen, or firm, or association 
or organization privileges over another. 


Another bill introduced upon the same 


lines is to compel express companies to 
receive goods for any destination wheth- 
er on their own lines or some other 
lines, to moke but one charge, and col- 
lect that charge at the initial place of 
consignment^ Still another piece of rail- 
road legislation, proposed is 'to require 
railroads mtliin Iowa limits to assume 
the full responsibility for all freight con- 
signments even when shipped to points 
off their lines and transferred to other 
roads.

proposed1 legislation. 
There is nothing 


proposed but what railroads should do, 
or express companies, • Corporations re- 
ceiving, special privileges from the state 
to transact business, others doing an 
interstate commerce business, and espec- 
ially enjoying valuable franchises should 
be compelled in every state to exchange 
business at competitive points or wher- 
ever desired. Oppressive monopolies are 
only made practical through the opera- 
tions of the law itself and of 'course 
through the concurrence of the people 
themselves, since it is in their power 
to sectl their representatives' who will 
see to it; those with especial rights are 
entirely placed under control. People 
complaining the pole companies dig holes 
upon their premises' and place unsightly 
poles,, and .erect long lines and many at 
that of overhead wires, electric ;and oth- 
erwise, forget they can. do away with 
the.nuisance and dangerous elements by 
the simple process of sending men to the 
legislature who will carry out the neces- 
sary reforms. • The professional reform- 
ers will not do this. The people want 
practical reforms. It lies assuredly with-

in the war between Japan and Riimia 
and every American citizen will take: due 
notice thereof, and while every reason- 
able effort will be mad« to secure the 
invwbility of Chinese soil, yet it is recog- 
nized China herself as her government 
has stated, may be unable to observe 
that strict neutrality desired, as she will 
be unable to prevent the warring forces 
to contend on her soil if the theater of 
war shifts.

The prospects are that 
this valuable port an<l territory covered 
in the treaty between China and Kussia 
which yet runs seventeen years, will fall 
into the hands of the successful Japan- 
ese. -It will be remembered that in the 
war between Japan and China the form- 
er secured by its victory this same ter- 
ritory of which Port Arthur is the south- 
ern port, but which in the after proceed- 
ings was forced by the powers to give it 
up to Russia. 


NO GRAFT FOR IXFORMERS. 


Tlie supreme court of Indiana has ren- 


dered a decision that will be heartily ap- 
proved of by the public generally. This 
decision Is against informers reaping the 
benefit of their course. It seems a citi- 
zen of Clinton county sought the con- 
viction of a uumber of voters for sel- 
ling their votes at the lest election. The 
report does not say as to who induced 
these men to sell their votes, but leaves 
that ns an inference. Thu citizen in 
question sued the county, commissioners 
for $000 reward money as legal compen- 
sation for the securing of the conviction 
of certain men who had sold their votes. 
The case went to,- Ihe supreme court 
with the result of Tin adverse decision 
to the informer. The effect of this be- 
ing to Uphold the law as to the crime 
of buying votes and discourage the offer- 
ing of a reward in *e»aes of conviction, 
this being another crime often committed 
against good morals if a man tempts an- 
other to dispose of his vote and then la- 
ter tries to turn this to profit, by giving 
information to the officers of the law 
and claiming, the reward for securing 
their conviction.

If this be upheld in other staies the 


result would be to ^o away with all in- 
formers who seek convictions for 
the 


monetary results or who purposely seek 
to entrap another citizen in violations 
of the law, that proceedings be brought 
qgainrt him.- Temjrters are held in con- 
tempt of court. 


SHIP srlisrprtfc SOT POPOI^AR. 
It is alleged by some eastern corres- 


pondents that in the next session of 
congress a beginning will be made to- 
wards securing a ship subsidy taw that 
will insure to the advantage of the ships

and rust will not touch them;

ing instruction to the American repre- 
sentatives in St. Petersburg, Tokio and 
Pekin: 


You will express to the minister for 


foreign affairs the earnest desire of the 
government of the United States that in 
the course of the military: operations 
which have begun between' Russia and 
Japan, the neutrality of, China and in 
all practicable ways her administrative 
entity shall be respected by both parties 
and that the area of hostilities shall be 
localized and limited, as much as possi- 
ble, so tbat undue excitement and dis- 
turbance of the Chinese people may be 
prevented and the:least possible loss to 
the commerce and intercourse of this 
world will be occasioned. 


(Signed) 
John Hay. 


"At the same time this government 


informed all of the powers signatory of 
the protocol at Pekin of its- action, and 
requested similar action on their part." 


- • WANT MORE PARTICULARS. .'.' 
No answers to the above note in ad- 


dition to those received up to yesterday 
have been received at the state depart- 
ment.

cow to her utmost limit, but for every 
<iay service cows require little or no 
Krwbi when IB good pasture or sup- 
plied w+th green clover or alfalfa. But 
to keep the digestive tract, in good or- 
der they do require some dry feed; i.nd 
corn «tover or corn fotldiT or fodder 
corn xboiikl 'prove all suffieleut, anil 
both might be given in such amounts 
as o«oh eow will: eat wltn'Tflish aud 
then fie flown .' and "chew iier cud" 
contentedly. 
The amounts will vary 


•with different cow's and with the. earn*! 
•cow at different times, but will prob- 
ably average fifty to sixty rounds of 
green alfalfa aud flve to Jen pounds of 
dry corn fodder, 


In the matter of grain, if any seems 


to be required, we should feed, sit least 
as inuchfbran in weight as Unseed oil 
meal and even then would prefer to 
add some ground corn to such a mix- 
tore— say all three in equal proportions. 


Brain at the Beg-lnnlnfc. 


To make good butter we must begin 


la the beginning, and that is at the 
«nr nail her feed. 
Sonie cows are 


fcred to be producers of good butter' as 
wen as good butter producers. Others 
•re good beefers, and still others are 
,gooA for noUiinK, aud they will all be 
true to their nature and tendencies. 
Therefore if yon "nvislj to make good 
butter select a cow bred up to the 
capability of making u profltnble qnan- 
tlty of good, honest yellow butter. 
Give that cow good shelter, warm la 
winter, cool In summer ana well light- 
ed and ventilated, as you must see to' 
keep her and her stable perfectly clean, 
am! she must have plenty of pure air 
to breathe. 
Hav.e -a supply of pure 


fresh water w*tbin her reach, so she 
can t*ke what 8Uo wants at alt times. 
All this and rnucb more to keep the 


. cow In perfect health, as otherwise she 


cannot give niUk wholesome enough to 
iu*kc flue butter.— L. "W. Lighty la 


and Farmer.

amount of salt required, and the salt in

. butter worker. Sometimes It is all in- 


corporated at one working, but in many 
places it is preferred to add it in two 
workings. 
' 


The (xmonnt of salt xised is adapted to 


the taste of the market where it is to be 
,sohJ, but it varies between 4 and 5 pet- 
cent of the weight of the butter. 


The salt Is 'worked into, the butter 


with just as little handling as possible,, 
and it Is then put aside- for awhile be- 
fore the nest working takes place. 


In warm weather the butter is put 


in the butter cooler, which is a sort of 
ice box. In winter it i* laid in large 
rolls in the batter trough or on a. table. 


It lies here for a. couple of hours in 


the cold spflf-nn, but when She weather 
Is warm it is allowed to remain for 
eight or ten hours, or until the cool of 
tho following morning, before it re- 
ceives the Goal working. 
; 


Tho object is not only to cool the but- 


ler nod allow it to btscoroe firmer, but 
also to allow the salt to dissolve and to 
penetrate the whole mass. 


When the bntter lias attained the 


proper degree of firmness it is again put 
through the worker, and inbst of the 
brine formed from the salt is worked 
out.— Journal of Agriculture.

An answer 
might be of benefit to othera; as 1 am sure 
It wouM t>e to_me. 


Wishing to submit a full ana author- 


itative answer to this Juguiry, it was 
referred to Professor U. S. Baer of,the 
Wisconsin Dairy school and for sev- 
eral years one of the traveling clieese 
instructors, employed .by the Wisconsin 
Dairymen-'* association. His reply'be- 
low covers the whole subject and, as 
'suggested by the inquirer, may prove 
serviceable to other cheese makers who 
may sometimes ha-ve similar trouble5: 


Editor .Hoard's Dalrjinan—In answer to 
the question a-skefl fcy^yoiir Itidlsma cor- 
respondeijt would say that there are sev- 
eral causes for cheese crumjfcdhig midar 
the knife. The most common cause is too 
high acid in the manufacture, which in- 
jures the texture, ^glvhis tlie'ftheese a dry', 
short, meaJjvbocl}-. 


Cheas-2 too highly salted will he <Jry ami 
crumble easily in cutting. 


Curds firmed at too. hiffh temperatures 
or -where insufficient quantities of rennet 
-are iised to bfeak .flown Mie ehecse'prop- 
erly will be tough and corky "while new, 
but dry, loose and'brittle when cured. 
High rennat. c3ieese,\-ripened at higJi 
temperatures, invariably develops a rough, 
mealy,-salvy texture. 
: 
The fine'st cheese curds, produced from 
the choicest milks, made up iti the most 
skillful manner, .wUl -eurs Jmta ,a-snlser- 
able, "loose, open hodled product if placed 
in a curing room (at temperature above 
GO degrees F. for any length of time.- • 


"While flavor stands nrst In importance 
the texture of a cheese ooznas next. The 
texture as sfiowB oh the trier" or the Unite 
should be smooth, not fuzzy. 
If the 
cheese is new the piece ahould bend n 
little before brealttag. Wlmn fully cured 
a piece broUen from the cheese should not 
crumble off, .but show a surface smooth 
as 
• flint, and is termed "a meaty bodied 
ehfiese." 


When pressed toetween the fingers it 
should not t>e stiff, curdy, gri'tty or mealy, 
but mold up like -vra^c, smooth and silky,

: "Wisconsin Dairy School. 


The improvement of the dairy herd 


depends in a great measure upon the 
sire, says a writer who signs himself 
"Vraotical'Mn Hoard's Dairyman. The 
cow may be possessed of the highest 
points of excellence, but her good qual- 
ities will not be sufficient unless mated 
properly to transmit to her progeny. A 
cow may be. easily tested b'y the Bflb- 
cocfe machine and also by Tier nrUking 
capacity and be discarded if these are 
not satisfactory, but' no such test can 
be applied to the sire. He must be 
tested* first, by his ancestry; second, 
by his offspring, and, third, by his 
form. • 


The sire if Intended to build up jmd 


Improve the dairy^lierd should come 
first of all from a dam possessing fine 
milking capacity and one that was also 
n good breeder—that Is, she should 
have teen one that transmitted, her 
good qualities in a marked degree—and 
•if the sire to which she was bred" had 
good ancestry also then with such an- 
cestry there.is a reasonable hope that 
.'the offspring from sueli a sire will be 
all that Is desired. Then, too, his dairy 
characteristics or form should conform 
somewhat to the general outline or type 
"of dairy sire, although these points are 
not to be wholly relied ,upon. The Ekiu 
of the sire should be fine, soft and rich 
cotored, good width of hips, depth of 
hind part, deep ribs, large chest capac- 
ity—these are the principal points. 


Having such a sU'e possessing ail 


requisites as far as known for good 
breeding, the supreme test is to watch 
the development of tlio calves into- the 
milking stage. If the females of his 
get develop into or possess tho vlrtEes 
of the ancestry thoo it will be safe to 
retain him as leader, but not otherwise. 
An inferior sire will undo the work of 
generations of improTements in tuc 
dairy herd. Discard him.

" Tkc Best Breed; 


If the best and most profitable breed 


of dairy cows could be satisfactorily 
determined there wouM be 'but one 
breed, but opinions differ so widely in 
this respect that it must be considered 
not simply an open question, but an In- 
determinable question, says Hoard's 
Dalryrann. This y very fortunate, as 
it enables one to consult his own pref- 
erences and whinm 
One man may 


prefer Jerseys, < his neat neighbor for 
reasons satisfattory to himself afsllkes 
Jerseys and pins his faith td Hoisteins, 
.while a third man in the same neigh- 
borhood, disliking both Jerseys and 
Koisteiue, will-have nothing but Ouera- 
seys., 


Grade Jerseys that have been milk- 


ing only three to four months should" 
be carried forward to pasture very lib- 
erally so as to prevent abnormal 
shrinkage. To- this end Hoard's Dairy- 
man reEommends a ration substantially 
as follows;

If the cow« will eat more of the 


silage or h.ay, let them have it up "to 
-Qie limit'-o* tbeir respective appetites, 
but not more than they will eat with- 
out wast*.

We do not consider that there is any 


particular danger an feeding cotton seed 
meal In limited -quantities, but there is 
a very universal opinion that it is bet- 
ter not - t-o feed this raeal during the 
later months of gestation lest it miglit 
have a teiideacy to produce abortion. 
We are not as much afraid of tfcis as a 
good many are, because it E«« been 
dsmoustmted in innumerable instances 
that cows fed cotton seed meal up to 
the time of freshening have had no 
trouble. HowevM-, in deference to this 
almost .UniTBrsal sentiment we hesitate 
to advise the use of cetton seed meal 
after five or six months of gestation. 
We have therefore specified oil meal 
in the above formula partly for this 
reason and partly for the further rea- 
son that this feed seems 'to hav«» die- 
tetic Tntae that the chemist cannot 
reach in his analysis or .the veterina- 
rian fully explain.; The fact remains, 
however, that in some way and some- 
how it serves a very excellent purpose. 


Tlic Cot»t of Entsilasre. 


Slaking a careful estimate and taking 


Into consideration every expense, as 
"use of horses, board of men, and twine 
used, th« total' expense of putting tip a 
ton of silage this year has not eostuson 
an average over 75 cents.. If we esti- 
mate the use of our tub silo, which has 
stood five years and is still in a state of 
perfect preservation, at $25 per year, 
we are getting silage from stdndiTis 
corn to silo at a cost of less than ?1 
per ton. 
The 
cost 
of: growing 


corn for silo does not exceed 50 cents 
per ton; hence silage all ready for the 
stock need not cost to exceed $1;50 per 
ton. Perhaps tie beginner could .not 
grow and put up silage at this low fig- 
ure; however, we believe that Yankee 
Ingenuity will sooner or later bring the 
cost of putting up silage to even a low- 
"er - figure than this/—A. W. .Trow ia 
Farmer. 


Row Often Shall We Fee*? 


CSows appear to give better results 


when led twice a day than when fed 
more frequently, says Midland Farmer. 
When fed as frequently as three or 
four times a day they are up on their 
feet straining and worrying for their 
feed some time before it gets to them. 
Investigations have recently taught us 
that an animal is using every energy 
when standing that in lying might go 
to some other use. 
Ruminants have- 


large stomachs and when the animal 
lies down, contented and satisfied, the 
better the returns will be for the own- 
er. It is well understood It will cost 
less and be more convenient to feed the 
ration In two feeds ^than oftener, and 
it should also be understood that much, 
very much, depends on what is con- 
tained in the two feeds given. It does 
not follow that this means the saving 
of one feed; far from It. 


Graiik Mud Pasture. 


There is a difference of opinion re- 


garding the economy of feeding grain 
while cows arc on pasture. There ia 
no doubt that a cow will produce 
more milk if fed grain while on pas- 
ture, and if a large yield is of more im- 
portance tuan economy of production 
grain should surely be fed. Where a 
small amount of grain is fedcomiswell 
adapted, as it will not unbalance the 
ration; if large amounts of grain are 
fed, other grains, sueb. as bran, gluten 
meal, oats or cotton seed meal, should 
form part of the ration. Experiments 
at Cornell covering_four years made 
with cows on pasture which supplied 
ail abundance of nutritious grain 
showed that white the grain fed in- 
creased Use milk yield it was not 
economical to produce it in that way. 


Corn an n Supplement. 


While pasturage is good and abun- 


dant the cow is about as well provided 
ior as. she can be. Unfortunately the 
season of abundant pasturage ia short 
and this shortage is often the critical 
time of tlie year for the dairy cow. She 
must be carried over it with her milk 
flow undiminished or she will not do 
her best, as no amount of food will 
bring back the yield of milk once lost 
The cheapest and most efficient feed 
with which: to supplement pastures 
during this period is probably corn, 
either green or in the form of ensilage. 
—Dairy anfl Creamery. 


Seed* la Br*n.
